Radar Spots ‘Flying Saucers9 Near 
Washington; A ir Force In vestigating

WASHINGTON — ijn — The 
Air 
Force today investigated reports 
[that several “ flying sa u cers” had 
been spotted by rad a r virtually in 
(its own back yard on the outskirts! 
of the nation’s capital. 
Not only were unidentified ob- 
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jects 
seen

rad a r—indicating 
actual substance instead of m ere 
light—but two airplane pilots and a 
newsm an saw eerie lights fitting 
the general description of flying 
saucers the sam e night. 
Officials could not immediately 
agree on whether this wots the first 
time ra d a r has picked up flying 
saucers. 
Some said it was. 
All 
agreed it was unusual. 
Thorough Investigation 
The objects also were different 
from tile average reported saucer 
in that they traveled at a relative­ 
ly slow speed, as well as later dis­ 
closing the custom ary burst that 
far outspeeds normal airplanes. 
One thing was certain: 
A thor­ 
ough investigation is being m ade 
bv 
the air technical intelligence 
center, Wi ight-Patterson Air Force 
Base, 
Dayton, 
Ohio, 
which

been set up to look into flying sau­ 
cer reports. 
Such reports, officials had said 
earlier yesterday, are coming in 
faster than at any tune since the 
initial f I oi nj in 1947.

Inflation Offset By 
Dynamic ll. S. Growth, 
Says Noted Economist 


Dynamic growth has been restored to tile American 
economy, the long: term outlook for common stock invest­ 
ments is favorable, and in the face of increased growth and 
production there is less threat of inflation in the mounting 
national debt. 
This optimistic outlook, with some reservations, was 
presented to the Escanaba Rotary Club yesterday noon bv 
Edwin P. Rubin, Chicago in-’* 
vestment expert and presi- 1 
dent of Selected American 
Shares. 
The 
youthful - appearing 
Rubin (he is 49) is quick to 
acknowledge 
that inflation is a 
real and actual threat. 
But he 
views it unem otionally as one of 
the two basic factors of the n a ­ 
tional economy. 
Two Primary Force* 
Rubin, who is vacationing 
in 
the Escanaba area, was introduced 
by John L. Greene, Escanaba bank 
official, w ho arranged for his ap ­ 
pearance here. 
“As I see it, there are two p ri­ 
m ary forces at work in our econ­ 
omy. 
The one is dynam ic growth, 
real and potential, based firm ly on 
an increasing population 
arm ed 
with im proved tools and 
better 
training with which to work, and 
a steady stream of new products 
and new industries flowing from 
organized research,” Rubin said. 
“The other is an 
inflationary 
trend which has already 
nearly 
doubled the cost of living, and— 
with due allowances for tem por­ 
ary periods of reaction — will 
probably continue for a long time 
to come.” 
Growth Is Actual 
C harts w ere used by Rubin to 
illustrate his talk, supporting his 
thesis that the A m erican economy 
is dynam ic and growing, and that 
for the long-term outlook the fu­ 
ture is bright. 
He presented inform ation show ­ 
ing that: 
Population is growing by 
the 
millions, which means m ore fac­ 
tories and more production. 
Industrial research is ex p an d ­ 
ing. with double the am ount spent 
in this field in 1951 over 1941. 
M anufacturing output per man 
hour is now the highest in 
his­ 
tory; more Am ericans are w ork­ 
ing than ever before; productive 
capacity is expanding, in all m a­ 
jor industries — and 
even 
the 
strike-closed steel industry’s pro­ 
ductive capacity is up 
141 
per 
cent above 1929. 
Could Have Depression 
Despite opinion to the contrary, 
1929 was not a “ peak” industrial 
era, for since then m any new m a­ 
jor industries have entered 
the 
field; and America has gained one 
million new industries and busi­ 
ness Failures are fewer than 
in 
the 1920's. 
“I believe the upw ard trend will 
continue, perhaps interrupted by 
m inor depressions. 
I do not agree 
with President T ru m an ’s 
recent 
statement that we will never have 
a depression.” 
Rubin pointed out that the na­ 
tional debt is at an all-tim e high 
“and is the source of this infla­ 
tion.’’ 
Despite present prosperity 
the U. S. debt has increased rath ­ 
er than reduced since the war. 
If a depression should 
come, 
the national debt will go higher. 
Policies For Inflation 
On the side of inflation, Rubin 
pointed out that the cost of living 
has roughly doubled since p re-w ar 
days; and the money supply is at 
all-tim e high. 
Both 
Republicans 
and 
Demo­ 
crats are in the m ajority in favor 
of inflationary 
policies, 
Rubin 
said. 
These include:

“ H olly” was an institution at the Daily Press.

He 
loved to tell some of the interesting and hum orous experiences in his early 
days at th e Escanaba Press w hen he was at times not only the linotype oper­ 
ator, b u t the editor, advertising manager and business manager, too— yes, 
and not too infrequently the collection agent, as well, in a frantic effort to 
at least partially meet the payroll. 


“ H o lly ” started at the Escanaba Press in 1911, just two years after John 
P N orton founded this newspaper. 
He was a devoted employe and friend 
of Jo hn Norton and the late publisher ot the Press stated many times that he 
owed m uch of his early success in life to Walter Holreth. 


T he Press employes naturally feel a deep sense of loss in the death of 
“Holly” , who devoted more th an 41 years of his life in the service of this 
new spaper. Many of the Press employes have the memory of friendly guid­ 
ance. or a word of encouragement from the man whose death we mourn. 


To all ol us he was a friend. No man can have a better epitaph than that.

Peculiar Birds In 
Northern 
Michigan 
T HERE 
are all sorts of queei 
birds in 
N orthern Michigan at this season of 
the year. 
Some of them are noted for th eir affin­ 
ity to birch bark. 
They 
will 
be 
found 
alongside the highways, knife in hand, in­ 
dustriously peeling the paper - like bark 
from the p re tty trees. If the trees are less 
attractive afterw ard and have their inner 
bark opened to attack by insect pests, it is 
the toll the trees must pay for living too 
close to the road. 
Another 
peculiar 
bird is the human 
woodpecker which frequents parks 
and 
picnic table sites. This ornithological curi­ 
osity likes to carve his initials and cute 
words in buildings, on trees, in table tops 
and benches. 
Perhaps the wildest of the creatures who 
delight in defacing property is the one who 
tosses cans, refuse and garbage anywhere 
and everyw here. This particular bird trav­ 
els far and w ide, spreading litter wherever 
he goes. You will find his trail on the back 
roads and th e state highway, in the parks 
and at the beaches. 
Not to be outdone is the vandal whose 
greatest pleasure is found in the destruc­ 
tion of property. Simple defacement is not 
enough. This sadistic bird uses an axe and 
makes kindling of park benches, hacks his 
way into and out of rest houses, and will 
be located 
w ith difficulty 
because 
he 
chooses only the nocturnal hours for his 
activities. 
Undoubtedly all of these destroyers are 
not visitors. M any of them live in North­ 
ern Michigan the year around, 
for the 
depredations can be observed in w inter as 
well as sum m er. 
Perhaps th e sovereign Slate of Mich­ 
igan might impose a bounty on these sub­ 
human species of predator and rid the land 


of a threat to society. Atter being trapped 
the pelts of the animals could be display­ 
ed on poles, somewhat after the manner 
of dead crows suspended above a field of 
corn. 
Until the Legislature acts, however, the 
alternative will be for all of us to watch 
our conduct, lest we become one of the de­ 
testably destructive birds. 


Governor Caught 
In The Dinghy 
T7»VER since Pennsylvania’s GOP dele- 
gation was caught caucusing in 1940 
when Wendell Willkie was nominated, the 
Republicans of that state have been high­ 
ly sensitive about “missing the boat.” 
They 
suffered 
in 
1948. too, because, 
while they played a key role in the nom­ 
ination of Governor Dewey, he lost. 
“This tim e,” 
they said,

There is a chronic form of the disease, 
often cailed gouty arthritis. In this stage, 
crystal-like substances called urates, made 
of the products ut purines, which are pres­ 
ent in some loads, are deposited in or near 
the joints. Sometimes these deposits reach 
the size of hen’s eggs. 
If given at the beginning ot an attack. 
cortisone or AUTH may ward oil the de­ 
velopment ol the pain and the swelling. 
These substances frequently seem to delay 
the attack rather than stop it altogether. 
Acute gout, however, can be greatly im­ 
proved by proper supervision, 
improved 
diet, and attention to living conditions. 


REFRAIN FROM PURINES 


Those who have the disease are general­ 
ly required to retrain from most alcoholic 
liquors and from foods which contain a 
high proportion of purines, >uch as sweet­ 
breads, liver, kidneys, squab and calves' 
tongue.

pork, beet, veal, sausage, gravy and sev­ 
eral kinds ol fish which may aho be taboo

CHICAGO — You don’t have to go any 
farther than Chicago's 24th ward, some­ 
times called the West Side “terror ward,” 
to understand some of the paradoxes and 
problems of the Democratic party. 
Democratic committeeman for the 24th 
ward is one A rthur X. Elrod, who is also 
commissioner for Cook county, over which 
the 
grimy, 
unkempt 
city 
of 
Chicago 
spreads in m an-m ade disarray. 
Commissioner Elrod is a congenial, lik­ 
able politician who is sometimes known in 
Chicago as the friend of hoodlums. Since 
the 
24th 
ward is that where the hood­ 
lums flourish, it is obvious that they have 
to have friends someplace. But he is also 
known in Chicago as the friend of some 
of the biggest Democrats in Washington 
and w hen Vice President Barkley comes to 
Chicago for a Jackson Day dinner, Artie 
Elrod is perennially on the reception com­ 
mittee to welcome him. He also has pic­ 
tures of himself with President Truman 
and Barkley to prove his friendship. 
This is where the paradoxes and prob­ 
lems of the Democratic party come in. In 
Chicago, part of the support for the Demo­ 
crats comes from Artie Elrod. His support 
in turn comes from the hoodlums. He has 
been so successful politically and other 
wise, thai in a few short years he has par­ 
layed his income up to $50,000 a year, 
though his visible means of 
support 
is 
chiefly from the modest salary paid him by 
Cook county. 
PROBED BY KEFAUVER 
Commissioner 
Elrod’s 
reputation was 
such that during the Kefauver crime com 
mittee probe he was cross-examined by 
Kefauver agents. Now as a member of the 
Illinois delegation naturally he is pulling 
every possible wire among 
Democratic 
leaders to block the nomination of the man 
who investigated him. 
Commissioner Elrod is not unlike some 
other Democratic stalwarts from the crime 
ridden sections of Kansas City, New York, 
and Miami. They have no more in common 
with the Democratic leaders of the agri­ 
cultural south than Estes Kefauver 
has 
with Artie Eh od. They disagree on every­ 
thing from civil rights to oleomargarine to 
the St. Lawrence Seaway—everything ex­ 
cept the Democratic label. 
Their situation is not unlike that w'hich 
confronted the Republicans in Chicago two 
weeks ago. when the old-guard leaders of 
the Taft wing of the COP had local con­ 
trol of the convention. The corruption is­ 
sue was not involved. But they held sway 
over the passes, the tickets, the ushers, and 
the convention machinery. 
However, the 
Eisenhower-Deweyites in the 
end 
took 
over. 
In Chicago today, it’s the big-city wing 
of the Democratic party with its Commis­ 
sioner Elrods and others which controls 
the local mechanics of the convention. And 
though Senator Kefauver swept the Illi­ 
nois primary, the Elrods and others who 
were probed by Kefauver 
will 
stop 
at 
nothing to block him. 
To get a closer look at this paradoxical 
picture, here is a cross-section of those 
who contributed to Artie Elrod’s political 
campaign in 1950 to elect him commission­ 
er of Cook county: 
“Sugar Joe” Peskin, juke-box dealer 
and former member, $250; Harold Wein­ 
stein, 
Calumet scrap-iron dealer, 
$500; 
George Lurie, attorney for gamblers, $200; 
David Roekola, juke-box dealer, $100; Lon 
Kaven, bookie, $100; Dave “Dingie” Hal- 
pren, $200; 
Charles Baron, bookie, $200; 
Gibby 
Kaplan, 
whose Gibby‘s Cafe is a 
hangout for hoods, $250; Hi Ginnis, who 
runs the Tradewinds Cafe, frequented by 
hoods, $100: John Mack, financial adviser 
for hoods, $250. 
JAKE ARVEY HELPED 
Back in 1940, just before Elrod began 
working for the City of Chicago, he got a 
salary of $7,840 a year on which he paid 
an income tax of $206.42. Today his offi­ 
cial salary—$7,500—is just about what it 
was ten years ago but his income is now 
$50,000. 
No wonder the City Council of Chicago 
has just voted 40 to 7 not to send out the 
“mink coat” questionnaires which were 
sent to all policemen in New York 
and 
Washington, D. C., and which incidentally 
the new Attorney General James McGran- 
ery has refused to send to government of­ 
ficials in Washington. 
When Kefauver investigators questioned 
Commissioner Elrod on how he was able 
to make so much money despite his m od­ 
est official salary, his answer, according to 
their official report, was as follows: 
“Elrod states that his miscellaneous in­ 
come picked up appreciably when Jake 
Arvey went into Hie Army, 
because he 
then took ovei some of the influence that 
Arvey had previously had. 
He said he 
doesn’t know what, if anything, Arvey re­ 
ceived in exchange for favors.” 
Arvey, of course, is the efficient and in­ 
fluential Democratic boss of Chicago, who 
has worked overtime at getting Governor 
Adlai Stevenson into the race in an obvi­ 
ous effort to block Kefauver.

to the polls for the first time in 
history here this year in a refer­ 
endum 
to help 
decide whether 
they want to vote in the future. 
The referendum will be confin­ 
ed to the canton of Geneva and 
will have only 
a 
“consultative” 
character. Whatever the 
women 
want, the last word will remain 
with the men. 
Switzerland is among the last 
countries in Europe where women 
are 
still 
denied the vote. 
All 
national, 
cantonal 
and 
local 
elections are confined to men and 
only men can become members of 
the national and cantonal parlia- 
r ents and the local councils. 
A 
large body of public opinion is in 
favor of extending 
the right to 
vote to women, 
but 
under the 
constitution such 
an 
innovation 
must be approved by referendum. 
Many Swiss cantons have held 
a referendum 
on this issue 
in 
recent years, but 
women’s sui- 
frage 
has 
invariably 
been re­ 
jected. Only the men voted. Less 
than a year ago, the canton of 
Vaud, which contains Lausanne,

Respect Child’s Individuality 
To Avoid Clash of Tem ­ 
peraments 


By Elizabeth B. Hurlock, Ph.D. 
Getting along with other people 
is one of the most difficult lessons 
a child must learn. And yet it is 
one of the most important. If he 
does not learn it, he will be handi­ 
capped for the rest of 
his 
life. 
That is the problem facing the 
mother who wrote: 
(Q) “We have three children, 
two of whom are easy to man­ 
age but the oldest is 
quite 
a 
problem. She is IO years old and 
has always been 
a 
difficult 
child. Her temperament and mine 
clash 
and 
we 
have 
constant 
fights which upset 
the 
whole 
family. My mother has suggest­ 
ed that she go to live with her 
but I hate to feel that the family 
will be separated in this way. 
What do you advise?” 
(A) Why not accept your moth­ 
er’s suggestion on a temporary 
basis? Let your daughter go to 
visit her grandmother for the sum­ 
mer and then have her return to 
your home when school begins in 
the fall. 
In the meantime, your mother 
may be able to help the child to 
learn to adjust better to people and 
to family living. You, too, will 
have time to take stock of your­ 
self and see what it is that you 
have been doing to stir up this 
friction. 
When temperaments 
clash, 
it 
generally means a resistant atti­ 
tude on the part of both. You 
doubtless have not been willing to 
give in an inch and neither has 
your daughter. Furthermore, your 
constant fights with her have un­ 
questionably 
made 
her 
wonder 
whether you love her as you do 
your other twro 
children 
with 
whom you get along more amica­ 
bly. 
As the older of the two, it is up 
to you to try to control matters. 
That does not mean giving in to 
the child’s every whim or allowing 
her to do as she pleases. 
It does mean, however, that you 
should try to respect her individu­ 
ality and to recognize the fact 
that she is old enough to have likes 
and dislikes, aims and wishes of 
her own. Don’t try to fit her into 
a pattern of your own making. 
When you get a clearer perspec­ 
tive on what it is that you have 
done to cause some of the trouble, 
see if you and your daughter can­ 
not get along more harmoniously. 
If not, get professional help, but 
don’t break up your family and 
I send your daughter away from 
t her home.

“lum berjack” 
articles 
dealing 
particularly with the history of 
the Chicago Lumbering Company 
of Michigan, and the City of Man­ 
istique. built and dominated by 
them for half a century, with a 
review of the general conditions 
prevailing in the colorful “white 
pine lumber era” which made the 
destruction 
of 
the 
magnified?? 
virgin pine forests once covering 
the State of Michigan inevitable. 
ll these articles have helped to 
correct the false impression creat­ 
ed by sensational writers that the 
old time lumberjack 
was. 
as a 
nile, t rough and tumble hell 
raising timber beast 
with 
only 
women and whiskey on his mind, 
and the equally false and malic­ 
ious stories that the big lumber­ 
men were “Robber Barons” with 
a public be damned attitude who 
stole the forests from the govern­ 
ment, exploited 
their 
employees 
and the public alike, whose only 
thought was to “cut out and get 
out and to hell with the country 
(I quote from recent literature) 
then I will consider the time used 
in preparing them well spent. 
The economic 
history 
of the 
United States covers three fairly 
well defined Epochs: 
Three Epochs 
First Epoch: 1786 to 1860. In­ 
dividualistic and Agricultural. A 
gieat new era 
began 
with 
the 
American Revolution of 1776, the 
real American New Deal, in which, 
people of mixed races 
from 
all 
parts of the world, free fxom gov­ 
ernment 
domination, 
lived 
to­ 
gether and built the foundation 
for greater 
progress 
in 
living 
standards in one* century' than had 
been accomplished by all m an­ 
kind in 600 years 
of 
recorded 
history. 
Second Epoch: 1860 to 1914. In­ 
dividualistic and Industrial. From 
the Civil War to World War I. Al­ 
though agriculture was still dom­ 
inant, this epoch witnessed 
the 
most astounding development of 
mechanical invention, 
industrial 
organization, 
mass 
production, 
and human ideals 
and 
welfare, 
then any other period of history 
before or since. 
Third Epoch: 1915 to date. Re- 
actionai*y* Emergence of Govern­ 
ment Controls, 
Submergence 
of 
Individualism, Centralization of 
Political Power, 
Expansion 
of 
Military Power and Inflation of 
Money at an accelerating rate. 
This article deals entirely with 
The Second Epoch, 
because 
the 
story of the Chicago 
Lumbering 
Company of 
Michigan 
and 
the 
Michigan Pine Lumber Era coin­ 
cides almost to a year with that 
colorful Epoch in our history. It 
was fifty years of peace and pro- 
giess, barring a few months in­ 
terlude in the Spanish War skirm­ 
ish. 
i 
C-L Organized In 1863 
The Chicago Lumbering Corn­ 
ua \v. organized in the summer of 
1863 during the Civil War only a 
montn or tvo after the Confeder­ 
acy leached high 
water mark in 
“Devil’s Den” and the 
“Bloody 
Angle" 
on 
Cemetery 
Ridge 
at 
Gettysburg, ceased 
business 
al­ 
most coincidental with the out­ 
break of World War 
I in 
1914. 
And the 
saga 
of the 
Michigan 
pine industry falls almost com­ 
pletely within that same period. 
The idea has been fostered in 
recent literature and I 
think 
is 
generally entertained by the pre­ 
sent teenage generation, that life 
rn the United States prior to 1932, 
sometimes referred to as the Old 
Deal, was a static affair, an out­ 
dated horse and 
buggy 
age 
in 
which time stood still. 
Nothing could be farther from 
the truth. Old Deal times of 1910 
were vastly different from Old 
Deal times ot 1860, and the 
50 
years between 
Appomatox 
and 
Sarajevo was a boilingi seething, 
exciting stream ol material pro­ 
gress unequalled by any other 50 
year period of all time. 
The so­ 
called Gay Nineties were right in 
the middle of it. 
In that short period came the 
telephone, 
electric 
light, 
type­ 
writer. 
linotype, 
phonograph, 
bicycle, tractor, Bessemer 
Steel, 
Transcontinental Railroads, reiri- 


ple Ave., has .returned

gerator cars, sleeping cars, auto­ 
mobile, 
airplane, 
the 
Atlantic 
cable, steel steamships, oil fields, 
moving 
pictures, 
radio, 
bath­ 
rooms, Soo canals; and the reaper, 
mowing machine, sewing machine 
and cotton gin, recently invented, 
were now' making their influence 
felt in a large way. 
Inventions Were Constructive 
Take these things—all invented 
by old fogies 
of the 
horse and 
buggy age—away, and our mod­ 
ern way of life would be impos­ 
sible. Our big cities, 
New 
York, 
Chicago, Detroit, would starve in 
a week while crops might rot in 
Iowa, 
Kansas, 
Nebraska 
and 
Texas. 
And observe: These wonderful 
inventions of a free people which 
had such a 
tremendous 
impact 
and influence on living standards 
and habits ^ei'e all constructive 
and not destructive. It was an age 
of peace and not of war. We were 
full of boundless 
optimism 
and 
dreams of a 
wonderful 
future. 
There was a song in our hearts, 
and everybody was saying, “What 
next?” 
When a 
new 
invention 
came out our first thought was 
not how it could be used to kill 
people. With less than one third 
the population we have now, we 
weren t afraid of any other na­ 
tion or combination of nations on 
earth, and no other nation would 
have dreamed of attacking us. 
Wood, not steel, was the 
pre­ 
dominant building 
material 
in 
this great era 
of 
railroad 
con­ 
struction, 
western 
settlement, 
wooden ships and iron men, large 
families, frame houses and barns. 
The present three story Ossa- 
winimakee Hotel, C. L. Hardware, 
and Park Hotel 
(former C. L. 
Company office) and 
the former 
American House, 
Hiawatha, 
St. 
James and Keystone Hotels, Cen­ 
tral, 
Westside 
and 
Lakeside 
Schoolhouses, Court 
House, the 
immense saw mills, frame busi­ 
ness blocks in 
Manistique, 
are 
typical of frame buildings 
then 
found in every 
city 
and 
town, 
Chicago itself was largely built of 
wood at the time of the great fire 
in 1871. 
Wood Widely Used 
Board fences, sidewalks, rail­ 
road trestles, 
bridges, 
railroad 
cars themselves, all wood. Char­ 
coal iron 
furnaces 
at 
Fayette, 
Manistique, Gladstone, Marquette, 
Newberry 
and 
other 
Michigan 
towms consumed immense quan­ 
tities of hardwood in their kilns. 
There were even wooden 
high­ 
ways. The plank road from But­ 
ler, Pa. to Pittsburgh ran within 
three miles of our farm. 
Streets 
were often 
paved 
with 
wood 
blocks. The big sawmills also op­ 
erated lath, picket and shingle 
mills in connection. Try to buy a 
bundle of wooden lath or shingles 
today. 
Immigrants by the million were 
pouring into the country to be­ 
come good American citizens re­ 
gardless of how they had fought 
each other in 
Europe, 
most 
of 
them to settle in the great West 
together with millions of native 
Americans who were 
following 
Horace 
Greeley’s 
advice, 
“Go 
west, young m en”; and instead of 
displacing American labor, they 
created new markets and jobs and 
inventions. 
And that’s the way it was. On 
the one hand a whole state cov­ 
ered with the finest virgin pine 
timber, easily accessible 
by 
the 
greatest cheap water transporta­ 
tion system in the world. On the 
other hand, settlers by the million 
pushing into the 
great 
treeless 
prairie 
states, 
and 
railroads 
pushing across this inland Empire, 
all needing and demanding bil­ 
lions of feet of lumber and forest 
products. That wonderful prairie 
empire, the world’s greatest bread 
basket, could never have been de­ 
veloped without 
the 
Michigan- 
Wisconsin-Minnesota forests. 
Wood Was Needed Then 
Answer me this, you who are so 
ready 
to condemn 
the “Robber 
Barons” for wasting our natural 
resources. Who needed that pine 
timber most?—the railroads 
and 
settlers who were 
building 
the 
western empire in that wooden 
age, or we of today’s 
steel 
and 
plastic age? 
And tell me this. Just exactly 
what would we of this steel, con­ 
crete and plastic age do with six 
or seven hundred billion feet of 
virgin pine timber if we had it to­ 
day just as it was when we took 
it away from the savage Indians? 
Timing is just as important in a 
nation’s economy as it is in the 


engine of your automobile. “Suffi­ 
cient unto the day 
is 
the 
evil 
thereof.” The National Geographic 
Magazine (which I am 
sure 
no 
one 
will 
accuse 
of 
distorting 
facts) has this to say on Page 304 
of its March, 1952 issue—“Mich­ 
igan, with its pine lumber largely 
built the Prairie States. 
In 
the 
1870s it led the nation in produc­ 
tion; its 1600 sawmills cut more 
than three billion board feet a 
year.” 
The government was selling its 
natural resources for a song, and 
giving away public lands in mil­ 
lion acre chunks to railroad build­ 
ers, and it has been severely criti­ 
cised for doing that by folks who 
measure everything with today’s 
yardstick. 
But—what 
is 
land 
worth without people? In the be­ 
ginning the government owned all 
the land, timber and minerals, but 
they were utterly valueless with­ 
out people, population 
and 
set­ 
tlers. The government wasn’t tak­ 
ing things away from people then. 
It was giving things 
to 
people, 
and the opportunities were open 
to all. It was simply trading land 
and idle resources for free settlers 
and population and that 
is what 
made this country 
so 
great. 
If 
the government had kept all these 
resources itself as some think it 
should have done, we would have 
an economy exactly like 
Russia 
has today, peopled with a subject 
race. 


Firms Taxed Out 
The big lumbermen 
were 
not 
fools. They 
knew 
that 
timber 
values would increase with grow­ 
ing population, and many of them 
did not want to cut out and get 
out, but they were forced out and 
taxed out. 
A prominent 
member 
of the 
Schoolcraft County Board of Su­ 
pervisors (chairman 
for 
years) 
came to me and said his idea was 
to soak the C. L. 
with all 
the 
taxes we can before they cut this 
timber and tax their logs in 
the 
river for all they would stand. I 
told him, “You won’t gain any­ 
thing, because you’ll only force 
them to cut it faster.” 
In those days there 
were 
no 
sales or income taxes and local 
and state governments were sup­ 
ported almost entirely 
by 
direct 
taxes on real estate and personal 
property, whether 
the 
property 
was earning an income 
or 
not. 
Under conditions like that, a lum­ 
berman, and 
I don’t 
care 
how 
many millions he had, would go 
broke if he tried any long time 
forestry program. He had absol­ 
utely no other choice except to cut 
out and get out. 
The saga of the old time lum­ 
berjack in the 
woods, 
and 
the 
white water men on the rivers is 
practically over. It lasted almost 
an even IOO years. Beginning with 
the rising sun on 
the 
coast 
of 
Maine it moved 
steadily 
west­ 
ward to the shores of the western 
ocean on the rugged coast of Ore­ 
gon. The Penobscot and the An­ 
droscoggin, the Susquehanna and 
the Allegheny, the Ottawa, Mus­ 
kegon, 
Saginaw, 
Manistee, 
Au 
Sable, Tahquemenon, Manistique, 
Menominee, Brule, Wisconsin, the 
St. Croix, and “Old Man River” 
himself, all in turn echoed to his 
shouts and songs, and witnessed 
his feats of heroism and daring. 
Acknowledgements Made 
Then a long 
trek 
across 
the j 
great plains and over the moun­ 
tains to a country where he was 
met and challenged 
by 
forest 
giants beyond any thing he had 
ever imagined, which compelled 
him to exchange his hand tools 
and individual methods for giant 
machines and engineering opera­ 
tions on a huge scale. He has met 
the challenge, and as he can go 
no farther, has dug in and forti­ 
fied himself with “Tree Farms ” 
Fire Breaks,” 
“Selective 
Cut­ 
ting,” 
and 
defensive 
methods 
against other hazards, 
and 
pro­ 
poses to go on cutting trees for­ 
ever.

'The need for additional local 
financial support in the two coun­ 
ties if the unit is to continue func­ 
tioning w as emphasized. 
C urrent budget of the depart­ 
ment is about $26,000 annually, of 
which half is provided by federal 
and state governments. 
The two counties are now pro­ 
viding about $4,000 annually, leav-

It must be stressed, board mem­ 
bers said, that without the aid of 
state and federal funds, the cost 
of operating separate health de­ 
partments in either Schoolcraft or 
Alger County would be prohibi­ 
tive; in other words if each coun­ 
ty tried to maintain a health de­ 
partment of its own, it would cost 
each county about 
three 
times 
more than the present unit is cost­ 
ing. 
Additional information on the 
unit’s financial situation will be 
released later, it was reported.
